BLUE  S'miF  PURCrlASES.     October  purchases  in  the  Continental 
United  States:     113.0  million  pounds,  valued  at  6.4 "million  dollars. 
Pears  were  dropped  from  the  blue  'stam.p  list  on  October  1^  but  no  maior 
change  resulted  in  the  pattern  of  blue  stam.p  money  expended  for  com- 
modities, as  increased  amounts  of  apples  were  purchased.     Of  the  total 
am.ount  spent  for  food,  eggs  accounted  for  25.5  per  cent;   cereals  and 
flour  23.4  per  cent;   total 'vegetables  ,■  42.5  per  cent;  and  apples,  the 
only  fruit  on  the  list,  for  8.5  per  cent.
